age for licensing Coun, Bak- 
ker said two months would 
be reasonable, 

Coun, Hudson pointed out 
that item 2g which covers 
‘spayed female’ under de- 
finitions is not needed in 
the bylaw since no difference 
is made for aspayed animal, 
He also considered that item 
#22 which states that every 
female dog or cat in heat 
shall be kept confined, was 
tough to enforce, as were 
other clauses, “I think these 
difficult clauses may make 
the whole long, detailed by- 
law hard to enforce,’’ he 
stated. 

Saying that perhaps coun- 
cil members with dogs 
should not vote, Coun, de 
Bruijn said he was not in 
favour of the bylaw - ‘‘it is 
far too tough and penalties 
are far too heavy ~- which is 
a dog owners view,’’ he con- 
cluded, ‘‘although my dog 
has never been picked up.’’ 

Mayor Gibbon questioned 
Item 10 under which licenses 
would not be transferable 
giving as an example the case 
where a dogdies, Coun, Luk- 
ay said it was an excellent 
bylaw, ‘‘in accordance with 
direction from the dog con- 
trol officer - she is know- 
ledgeable,’’ The mayor poin- 
ted out that under Section 


#44 fines would be at the 
discretion of the magistrate, 
The item provides of fines 
of NOT MORE THAN $50 
for first offence, $100 for

Social Costs: 


On Wednesday, July 24th the St, Albert Town Council 
held a ‘‘secret’’ in-camera meeting to discuss the merits 
of three separate shopping centre proposals, On Thurs- 
day, July 25th a detailed account of the meeting was set 
forth in the Journal, The Journal stated that: (1) the 
Shapiro proposal located next to the St, Albert Inn was 
‘unanimously approved by Council;’’ (2) the details of 
the shopping centre had to be “hammered out’? in 
negotiations between the Council and the developer, and 
(3) FINAL APPROVAL of the site was set for a regular 
Council meeting August 12, It was casually mentioned 
that the parcel of land slated for development was 
presently zoned residential comprehensive and would 
have to be rezoned to commercial. Mayor Gibbon is 
quoted as suggesting that development in question would 
be comparable in size to the Northgate Shopping Centre. 

It seems apparent from the Journal’s account of the 
“secret’’ meeting that the Town Council is determined 
to apply a variant of its Syncrude planning techniques 
to the shopping centre development. First, the Council 
refused to act on the Planning Committee’s request for 
a public meeting to discuss the benefits and costs of 
each location, (This would have given the people in 
Grandin who are most grievously affected by the present 
shopping centre an opportunity to examine the other two 
alternatives, Or at least to see how the developer 
proposed to locate a shopping centre next to their homes 
without substantially reducing their property values or 


their existing standard of residential life, ) 


COMMENT 


The Shopping Centre Development 


Secondly, the Council ensured that the people of this 
community could not determine the basis on which 
their decision was made by holding the meeting behind 
closed doors, (The traffic problems that will be encoun- 
tered by adding a ‘‘Northgate’’ type development along 
Highway 2 is enough of a problem in and of itself, to 
cast doubt on the feasibility of any of the sites), Thirdly, 
the Council seemingly has little compunction over re- 
zoning areas from residential to commercial usage, 
(The Public Hearing over the rezoning appears to be 
only a formality, given the Journal’s report from its 
anonymous source that “final approval is set’’ for the 
August meeting), 

It is suggested that this type of strategy on the part 
of the Council is unacceptable to the majority of the 
residents in the community, Everyone who traverses 
St. Albert Trail has more than a passing interest in 
major developments which substantially add to the 
traffic congestion, Anyone who could end up living near 
a proposed shopping cen deserves the right to: 
(a) be thoroughly informed? and (b) granted the right to 
a fair and impartial hearing before the decision is 
made to approve the development, not after the fact, 

A number of the residents of St, Albert are apparently 
of the opinion that additional retail shopping outlets 
are required. However, they may or may not be ena- 
moured with a proposal to build a shopping centre 
designed to serve a population between 60 to 100,000 
people along the Trail, 

It is suggested that the Council has the opportunity 


Accidents up in first five months 


Accidents have increased 
by 17 per cent over the period 
of January to May as com- 
pared to the same period 
last year, Injuries and deaths 
are down 20 per cent and 
12 per cent respectively.

Foster parents 
rate changes 


Rates paid for the care of 
Alberta foster children have 
been changed to allow foster 
parents more freedom in 
budgeting. 

The changes, effective 
June 1, provide an all-in- 
clusive maintenance rate 
which cover clothing, spend- 
ing money and incidentals 
as well as basic food and 
shelter, 

Before June 1, the pro- 
vince’s 3,000 foster parents 
received clothing allowances 
and spending money allow- 
ances which were calculated 
separately from the basic 


maintenance rate, For inci- 
dentals such as haircuts, 
presents and cosmetics, fos- 
ter parents had to submit 
a receipt if they were to be 
reimbursed, 

In addition, a new age 
category has been created, 
Previously, children from 
6 to 11 years old were grou-~ 
ped in one category and were 
covered by the same main- 
tenance rate. However, 8 to 
11 year olds have now been 
placed in a separate cate- 
gory which will provide a 
slight increase in foster care 
rates, 
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period in 1973, No other

to rectify matters, The Council, as opposed to the 
Committee of the Whole, should ensure that approval 
is not given to any site until each developer has pre- 
sented a detailed proposal in a series of public meet- 
ings, This would allow both the public and/orthe Council 
to obtain some badly needed information, After the 
developers meeting or meetings are held, the date for 
a meaningful public hearing could be set, The Council's 
final decision under this type of a format would then be 
based upon a reasonable understanding of the social and 
private costs that the three alternatives hold for various 
residents, 

It is useful to note in closing that if the Council 
decides to proceed with the shopping centre it should 
ensure that the rezoning is conditional upon the developer 
signing a comprehensive development agreement which 
includes a number of the points raised by the Town 
Planner in the north-west sector plan, In effect, once 
the shopping centre development agreement is signed the 
developer has ‘“‘locked-up’’ the major portion of the 
retail business in St, Albert for decades into the future, 

A portion of the initial windfall gain obtained from the 
rezoning should accrue to the residents in order to 
offset increased capital expenditures on standard muni- 
cipal services stemming from the development, It is 
suggested that a more substantial portion of these 
profits should be re-directed towards the acquisition 
of more badly needed recreational facilities, (Recent 
agreements in Edmonton have involved a swimming 
pool and parkland),

Water supply program 
re-established 


Alberta’s Minister of 
Agriculture, Hugh Horner, 
announced the re-commen- 
cement of the Water Supply 
Program which was suspen- 
ded at the beginning of this 
year because available funds 
had been used up, 

A total of 4,350 applica- 
tions for grants under the 
program, representing 
$1,870,000 have been pro- 
cessed to date, which aver- 
ages out to $450 per farmer, 
Although these grants have 
used up all the funds that 
were budgeted for distribu- 
tion in both 1973 and 1974, 
Dr, Horner says he has now 
arranged for additional funds 
to cover the year. He ex- 
pects that more farmers will 
be able to take advantage of 
the program this year than 
were able to do so last year. 

The purpose of the live- 
stock water supply program 
is to create incentives for 
farm diversification through 
livestock production and 
through the provision of both 
financial and technical ass- 
istance to farmers who want 
to develop or expand their 
present water supply sys- 
tem. 

The grants, available un- 
der this Arda Program, co-

In making the joint ann- 
ouncement, the two Canadian 
airlines emphasized the deep 
concern of the aviation in- 
dustry as a whole over the

Canada’s fuel bill alone is 
expected to increase by app- 
roximately $70 million, 
while CP Air forecasts an

Chris Mills, secretary of 
the Canadian Cattlemen's 
Association, states that his 
organization is very con- 
cerned about thé chaotic 
state of the world beef mar- 
kets and especially the 
recent move by European 
Common Market countries 
to completely ban all beef 
imports for the neyt three 
months, 

Mr, Mills said that though 
Canada exports very little 
beef, the concern of cattle 
producers results from the 
fact that relatively good Can- 
adian price levels and alack 
of any import controls on 
beef make Canada a very 
attractive alternative mar- 
ket for exporters cut off 
from their normal outlets. 
Much of this low priced beef 
will find its way into Canada 
and the U.S, at price levels 
probably well below the cost 
of production. Though this 
may not meet the legal de- 
finition of dumping, these 
legal niceties do not help 
the Canadian producer trying 
to compete with this low pri- 
ced product while his costs 
continue to escalate, 

The C.C, A, Secretary said 
that his Association had app- 
roached the Federal Govern- 
ment with a request that they 
explore means of ensuring 
that imports of foreign beef 
do not harm the domestic 
industry especially during 
a very difficult period in 
world beef trade, 

Gordon Parke, president 
of the Canadian Cattlemen’s

Allergies 
to insect

A mosquito can send you 
to the hospital if you are 
allergic to the mosquito’s 
saliva) However, you are 
more likely to have only an 
itching spot and even this 
may disappear quickly if you 
are immune, If you have 
lived for a time in an area 
where mosquitoes are pre- 
sent, you may become im- 
mune to the bites of local 
insects, but you may still 
react violently to bites of 
mosquitoes in a different 
area, The same pattern oc- 
curs with other pests, such 
deerflies, 
blackflies, and no-see-ums, 

Similar behavior has been 
observed in cattle, New ani- 
mals brought into an area 
may suffer violent reactions 
to the bites of blackflies 
or ticks, while animals al- 
ready living in the area are 
hardly affected, 

The reaction, and some- 
times death, of cattle from 
blackfly bites may be due to 
a reaction of substances in 
the saliva with substances 
in the blood, After an ani- 
mal has been in an area and 
bitten repeatedly, it becomes 
desensitized, or immune, to 
the particular toxin, 

The substances present in 
the saliva of different kinds 
of mosquitoes, fleas, and 
horseflies have been exam- 
ined to try to explain the 
‘fabnormal’’ sensitivity of 
animals, Even in a single 
species of insect, there may
